would be udmitted free of duty nnd or 
the Republican policy of levying duties 
on those tilings which we produce and 
admitting free those things we do not 
produce. This country ia not a 
pro- 


ducer of dried currants, nnd the raisin 
growers neglected their opportunity lo 
ehow that Una fruit is in reality a dried 
grnpeand Bubject to duty under the 
principles upon which the MoK.inley 
tariff is bneed. 


But the height of absurdity, not to 


mention gall and other things of tbut 
fiort, is readied when a Democratic news- 
paper gets up the claim that the pro- 
posed duty on Xante currants or dried 
grapes is in conformity with the declar- 
atione of the Democratic national plat- 
form. A duty on this fruit is defensible 
from a protection eUuidpoiut, uut from 
no other. Under the Democratic 
doc- 


trine of ignoring home industries and 
Bccuring a revenue from the luxuries of 
the rich, they would be admitted free 
beyond all question. 
They are the 


cheapest dried fruit produced. In 
fact 


there are very few food products of any 
eort which can rival them in cheapness. 
They are a poor man's fruit, and even to 
him they are not luxury, for they are as 
cheap as any of the bare necessities. 


According lo the Democratic theory, 


BO loudly preached and never practiced, 
tho importation of this cheap fruit should 
bo encouraged for the benefit of those 
\vhocannotafford the more expensive 
article; while in opposition to this thu 
Republicans claim that it is better for 
all concerned to pay a little more for 
that which we produce ourselves, thus 
fostering our own industries and main- 
taining a standard of living ami wages 
which does not exist in those countries 
with which we must compete. 


There would be far more of reason in 


the 
claim, 
from 
any 
standpoint, 


that a high tariff should be maintained 
upon the Spanish raisin, which ia a lux- 
ury of the rich, and from which at least 
the present duty should be exacted for 
strictly revenue purposes, than that a 
duty should be imposed on this cheap- 
eat of fruits obtainable by the poor. 


But experience has demonstrated that 


a duty is necessary on this cheap fruit 
to protect the raifcin growers of Califor- 
nia from a disastrous competition, and 
THE REPUBLICAN ie glad to see the fore- 
shadowing of some alight regard for 
home industry in the senate committee, 
a sentiment which ia conspicuous for its 
absence in the house of representatives 
as at present constituted.

Slmwtlmt ditto 
uore than $1.000.000 h:is accumulated, 
n'iiif.: uncalled for by tho persons en- 
titled to it, either through negligence or 
for other reasons. 


A considerable fraction of this great 


sum is now held by tho treasurer of tho 
United States in the shape of checks. 
Interest on registered bonds is paid by 
cheek, but us people uro constantly 
changing their addresses it not infre- 
quently happens that track is lost for 
a\vhile"of an individual bondholder. Un- 
der snch circumstances tho quarterly in- 
terest checks arc retained as they full 
due and in the course of time pile up. 
They ar« kept for an indefinite period 
and are good forever. 


There aro such checks in tho treasur- 


er's office now which have accumulated 
during more than 10 years. " On the oth- 
er hand, knowing that they nro always 
good for the money they represent, peo- 
ple often keep these interest checks, put- 
ting them away and hoarding them, just 
as if they were so much cash. Only the 
other day a batch of -10 checks for $1 
each was received at the treasury. The 
owner had simply put them away as 
they came in year after year. 


The millionaire is commonly repre- 


sented as engaged in clipping coupons 
from bonds. This is an egregious error. 
Rich men, as a rule, do not hold coupon 
bond?. Such bonds nro not safe prop- 
erty. They are always payable to bearer 


ke treasury notes. If lost, tho govern- 


ment will not replace them. According- 
ly, for the sake of security, people arc 
constantly exchanging them for rcgi?- 
feroil bonds. Tho sum total of coupon 
bonds is now about ^'.70,000,000, mostly 
in the hands of small holders. 


Registered bonds are rich men's prop- 


erty par excellence. At present about 
$200,000.000 worth of them is held by 
private individuals. Of this great Bum 
1^7,000,000, or not far from one-half, is 
owned by 1,000 persons, roughly speak- 
ig. whose holdings average $80,000. 
The names of the.se fortunate iudivid- 
als art* kept secret by the treasury, 
some of the fortunes possessed in this 
shape nro enormous. Among tlio pre.it- 


holdings nro those of the Vander- 


bills. Old William U. Vanderbilt hud 
$-1.1,000,000 in registered bonds at one 


"rue. 
About 20 years ago $10,000 worth of 


the consols of 1903 and l.%7 were stolen 
in Havana. The thief altered them by 
erasing the name from tlio face and sold 
hem to ignorant persons. They woro 
for $1,000 each. Ever ninco then they 
lavo been coming in to tho treasury 
through banksand otherwise. Of course 
they were useless to tho holders, being 
registered and only payable to tho orig- 
inal owner. 


Tho original owner lost nothing, of 


course. All ho had to do wan to notify 
tho secretary of the treasury, giving an 
[iffidavit and a bond of indemnity, find 
tho stolen cnnsoln worn replaced. That 
in tho advantage of registered bonds. 
Tho number of such bonds that have 
been lost and stolon is astonishing. A 
list of Ilinin. mi inhering nearly 1.1)00. is 
irinted and circulated by the govern- 
ment. 


It is called tlio ''caveat list" and is de- 


signed to wnrn banker.4 and others 
against accepting securities of the nuin- 
jcrs mentioned. Some time ago a report 
camo from Indianapolin of a bond that 
was said to have boon destroyed. Afll- 
lavita, etc., being furnished, a now one 
was issued to replace it. Ten yearslater 
that identical security was forwarded to 
tho treasury from Holyoke, Mass. 


It had bifeii' found in a- lot of wasto 


in per at a paper mill. There was no 
question of fraud in this cn.se. Tho own- 
er lost it and supposed that it had been 
:inrncd, 


A great many bonds called for re- 


lemption 20 years and more dgo have 
never been presented forpayment. Some 
rtf them htivn doubtleflfl boon put away 
and forgotten. It is imagined that oth- 
ers have been lost at sea together with" 
their owners. The quantity of gold and 


ilvcr in coin and bullion smik from 
wrecks in the ocean amounts to many 
nillinnn of dollars in tho conrno of a cen- 
tury. 


Only about $2,000,000 worth of bonds 


is possessed by comparatively poor per- 
sons, and these in sums of $500 or less. 


About ItO years ago Undo Sam lent a 


lot of money to help build various trans- 
continental railways. It was understood 
that tho companies would refund tho 
cash as soon as they got well started. 
There is little likelihood that any con- 
siderable part of it will over bo paid. 
There is still ov.'ing $04,000,000 of orig- 
inal indebtedness, plus $70,000,000 of in- 
terest. 


To raise this money for tho use of tho 


railways, the government issued bonds 
at diffcretl ttimesfrom 1805 to 1809. They 
were to run for !10 years at G per cent. 
Tlio treasury is Btill paying this big in- 
terest, which is more than twice what 
tho loan in worth today.—New York 
World.
